3. Initial constitution and maintenance : 

(1) All officers who were holding posts on a regular 
basis in the various grades included in the Central 
Health Service and who have finally opted to serve 
in the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation shall 
be deemed to have been appointed to a comparable 
grade or a corresponding grade of the medical posts 
under the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation. 

Note : The regular continuous service of the officers 
specified in sub-regulation (1) in their respective 
grades prior to their appointment to the medical 
posts under the Employees’ State Insurance Corpo- 
ration shall count for the purpose of qualifying 
service for promotion and confirmations. 

(2) The vacancies in the medical posts, after the initial 
constitution has been completed, shall be filled in 
the manner laid down in regulation 5 (cad with the 
Schedule to these regulations. 

4. Number, classification and scales of pay : 

The number of the said posts, their classification and the 
scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2, 3 and 4 of the Schedule annexed to these regulations, 

5. Method of recruitment , age limit, qualifications etc : 

The method of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith, shall 
he as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

6. Disqualifications : No person : 

(a) who has entered in to or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contrKted a marriage with any person; 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Director General of the Corporation may, 
if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such person and the other party to 
the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this regulation. 

7. Power to relax : 

Where the Director General of the Corporation is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, he may, 
after taking prior approval of the Central Government and m 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, by 
order for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these regulations with respect to any class or 
category of persons or posts, 

8 . Savings : 

Nothing in these regulations shall affect reservations, re- 
laxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard,

— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (e) of sub-section (2) of section 68 of the Wakf 
Act, 1954 (29 of 1954), read with the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Law, Justice and 
Company Affairs (Legislative Department) S.O. 247, dated 
the 30th December 1975, the Punjab Wakf Board, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government conveyed in 
its letter No. 4(l)/70-Wakf dated 5th June 1979, hereby 
makes the following regulations namely. 

1. Short Title and Commencement 

(a) These regulations may be called Punjab Wakf 
Board pmployees’ Provident Fund Regulations, 
1979. 

(b) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. Application 

These Regulations shall apply to — 

(a) eve 17 employee of the Punjab Wakf Boat'd, and 

(b) every employee who had been serving under the 
said Board and who had been permitted to serve 
under it from year to year after completing the age 
of sixty years. 

but shall not apply to a Government pensioner re-employed 
by the Board. 

3. Definition 

In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) “Act" means the Wakf Act, 1954 (29 of 1954); 

(b) “Administrator" means the Secretary of the Board; 

(c) “Bank" means — 

(i) a scheduled bank; 

(ii) a corresponding new bank constituted , under 
section 3 of Banking Companies (Acquisition and 
Transfer or Undertaking) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970). 

(iii) A Post Office Savings Bank. 

(d) “Board" means the Punjab Wakf Board; 

(e) “Competent Authority" means the Board; 

(f) “Contribution" means the amount contributed bv 
the competent authority towards the Fund of subs- 
criber; 

(g) “Emplovcc” means a person in the permanent em- 
ployment of the Board who Is working substantively 
against a permanent post; but does not include a 
Government servant employed by the Board; 

(h) “Family means — 

(i) in the case of a male member, his wife, his 
children, whether married or un-married, his 
dependents and his deceased son’s widow and 
children; 

fii) in the case of a female member, her husband, 
her children, whether married or un-married, 
her dependent parents, her husband’s depen- 
dent parents and her deceased son’s widow and 
children; 

(1) "Form” means a form appended to these Regula- 
tions; 

(j) "Fund" means the Provident Fund established bv 
the competent authority for the benefit of its em- 
ployees; 

(k) “Salary” means the monthly basic salary other than 
dearness pay and other allowances drawn bv an 
employee working in Ihe time scale; 

(l) "Subscriber" means an employee subscribing to th~ 
Fund; 

fm) “Subscription" means the amount subscribed by the 
subscriber to the Fund. 


4. Administration of the Fund. — The Fund shall be held 
and administred by the competent authority. 

5. Admission to the Fund.- — Unless otherwise agreed to in 
writing at the time of entry into service, admission to the 
Fund shall be compulsory for a person working substantively 
against a permanent post after completion of one year’s ser- 
vice in the Board. 

6 . Subscription to the -Fund.— Every subscriber shall subs- 
cribe every month to the Fund at the rate of eight per cent, 
Of his salary which shall be in whole rupees, that is to say, 
fifty paise or more shall be taken as a rupee and paise less 
than fifty shall be ignored and the subscription shall be de- 
ducted from his salary every month. 

Provided that the subscription of a subscriber absent on 
leave shall, during the period of such absence, be assessed 
on his leave salary but such subscriber shall be at liberty to 
subscribe full amount of his salary by giving a notice in 
writing of his intention to do so to the competent authority 
not less than forteen days before the payment of his leave 
salary. 

7. Contribution., — At the end of each month, the compe- 
tent authority shall place to the credit of such subscriber an 
amount equivalent to his subscription, 

8 . Deposit of Subscription and Contribution in Bank. 

( 1 ) The competent authority shall, through the Admi- 
nistrator, open in a bank approved by the Board, a 
Provid-nt Fund Account in the name of each 
subscriber. 

(2) The amounts of subscription and contribution for 
a month in respect of a subscriber shall be deposit- 
ed in the bank before the fifth day of the next 
following month, in his Provident Fund Account, 

9. Payment of Subscription and Contribution on Termina- 
tion of Service. — The total amount of subscription and 
contribution together with interest accrued thereon shall, 
after deducting therefrom the amount of temporary advance, 
if any, he paid by ihe competent authority to the subscriber 
on the termination of his service, or to tvis nominee if the 
subscriber does subsist, or to the legal heir of the subscriber 
in case both the employee and nominee do not subsist; 

Provided that the competent authority may, at its discre- 
tion, forfeit the whole or any portion of the contribution 
credited in respect of a subscriber together with interest 
accrued (hereon, if the subscriber is dismissed from the service 
of the Board on account of charges involving moral turpi- 
tude, corruption or indiscipline; 

Provided further that if a subscriber resigns wUhin five 
years of his joining service, he shall not be entitled to the 
contribution together with the interest accrued thereon; 

Provided also that if a subscriber resigns at any time on 
account of ill health, dulv certified by a medical officer, the 
Competent Authority at its discretion, allow him the pay- 
ment of contribution together with interest accrued thereon. 

10. Amount forfeited under regulation 9 to be credited to 

Wakf Fund 

The contribution and interest forfeited under regulation 9 
shall he credited to the Wakf Fund. 

11. Payment of amount on retirement of subscriber 

( 1 ) If a subscriber has proceeded on leave preparatory to 
retirement or wh'lc on leave has been nermitted to retire or 
has been declared by the competent authority to be unfit for 
further srevlce, the amount standing to his credit in the Fund 
shall, upon his application, become payable to him. 

(2) The amount standing to the credit of the subscriber 
in the Fund shall be paid to him three months before hia 
retirement if he so desired. 

12. Nominations 

ft) Every subscriber shall, as soon as may be after admis- 
sion to the Fund, send to the competent authority a nomina- 
tion in Form A conferring on one or more persons the right 
to receive the amount stands to»his credit in the Fund, in the 
event of his death, before that amount has become payable 
or having become payable, has not been paid. 
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Provided that if at the time of making the nomination the 
subscriber has a family, the nomination shall not be in 
favour of any person or persons other than the members of 
his family, 

(2) If a subscriber nominates more than one person under 
sub-regulation (1), he shall specify in the nomination the 
amount or share payable to each of the nominees, in such 
manner as to cover the whole of the amount standing to his 
credit in the Fund at any time. 

(3) If at the time of making a nomination the subscriber 
has no family, he shall provide in the nomination that it 
shall become invalid in the event of his subsequently acquir- 
ing a family. 

(4) A subscriber may at any time cancel a nomination by 
giving a notice in writing to the competent authority. 

Provided that the subscriber shall, along with such notice, 
make a fresh nomination in accordance with the provisions 
of the regulation. 

(5) Every nomination made, and every notice of cancel- 
lation given by a subscriber shall, to the extent that it is 
valid, take effect on the date on which it is received by the 
competent authority, which shall acknowledge receipt of 
every such communication. 

13. Advance from the Fund 

(1) At the discretion of the competent authority, a tem- 
peroray advance not exceeding the amount of subscription 
and interest thereon, may be grunted to the subscriber, pro- 
vided the competent authority is satisfied that the amount will 
be utilised for any of following purposes and not otherwise, 
namely : — 

(i) to meet the expenses to be incurred in connection 
with illness of the subscriber or any person wholly 
and solely dependent on him; 

(ii) to pay obligatory expenses on a scale appropriate 
to the subscriber’s status in connection with the 
marriage, funeral or other ceremonies which it may 
be incumbent upon him to perform according to his 
religion or social customs; 

(iv) to meet the expenses for higher studies of the subs- 
criber himself; 

(v) to meet the expenses for purchasing a site or for 
constructing a house or effecting improvement to 
his house; 

(vi) to meet any other essential expenses or liabilities, 
which in the opinion of the competent authority, 
are extra-ordinary or beyond the means of the subs- 
criber; 

(2) No advance shall be granted to the subscriber unless 
all the amounts outstanding against the previous advance to- 
gether with interest thereon have been finally repaid by nim. 

(31 The powers vested in the competent authority under 
this regulation shall be exercised by the Administrator if the 
amount of advance does not exceed three months’ salary of 
the subscriber. 

14. Recovery of Advance 

(1) An advance granted under regulation 13 shall be re- 
covered from the subscriber in such number of equal month- 
ly instalments ns the competent authority or the Administra- 
tor as the case may be may direct at the time of granting 
the advance but such instalments shall not be more than 
twenty-four, 

(2) A subscriber may at his option repay the whole 
amount in one lump-sum or can pay more than one instal- 
ments in any one month. 

15. Interest on advance

(2) The amount standing to the credit of the subscriber 
may be invested in his name iti such manner as to fetch the 
maximum amount of interest. 

17. Annual Statement of account to he supplied lo subscriber 

Every subscriber shall, at the close of each financial year 
be supplied with a statement of his account in the Fund oft 
Form B. 

18. Recovery of Board’s dues on final closure of subscriber's 
account in the' Fund. 

If any sqm is due from a subscriber to the Board at the 
time when his account is finally closed the Board may, before 
making final payment of the amount at the credit of his 
Fund, deduct such sum so, however that it shall not exceed, 
in any case, the total amount of its contribution credited to 
the account of the subscriber together with interest accrued 
thereon. 

19. Maintenance of Accounts. 

A Provident Fund Ledger and a Provident Fund Liability 
Account shall be maintained on Form C and Form D res- 
pectively.
